street 


Dullard was arrested with eight 
others, including "a young woman, 
in a raid by itate's attorney's men 
on the loop headquarters of the 
"Moran mob" 
The offices have 


been under surveillance for some 
time. 


Walked In On Raid. 
Dullard was not present when 
the officers entered. He walked in 
while the raid was in progress. 
The offices, police said, are the 
"pay-off" 
headquarters for 
the 
Moran men. A book containing 
150 names, presumably of gang- 
sters, was thrown from a, window 
as th? police entered. It later was 
recovered. 


Another raid was made a few 
minutes afterward on a room in 
the Commorr/eaith hotel on the 
north side. 
Two men were ar- 


rested. A third raid, resulted in 
the arrest of Jack Zuta, known as 
the operator of a string of west 
side resorts, and as a recent ally 
of George (Bugs) Moran. 
Expect' Get Information. 
The police policy of "action not 
talk" 
prevented 
newspapermen 
from obtaining full information as 
to the purposes of the several ar- 
rests—there were fifteen altogether 
—but the officers gave reporters 
the impression that information 
vital to the Lingle inquiry was ex- 
pected from at least some of those 
seized 


Officials indicated that their in- 
vestigation had brought forth sub- 
stantiation of rumors which named 
Lingle as attempting to "shake 
down" the operators of. the Sheri- 
dan Wave gambling club, promis- 
ing them police protection in re- 
turn for certain sums.

According to the account as told 
to the-authorities, Lingle demanded

L. G. Hardman or 
Georgia who said a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment in his state 
would withdraw the ad valorem tax 
from its present level of 5 mills to 
a minimum of 1 mill. 
Some skepticism among the gov- 
ernors as to the probable attitude 
of legislatures toward the proposi- 
tion of abolishing the ad valorem 
property tax for support of st»«.» 
government was voiced by Gov 
Theodore E. Christiansen and was 
concurred in by other speakers.

Christian would not permit her to 
bear arms. 
The opinion, written by Presid- 


ing Judge Martin T. Manton, said 
that the cases of Dr. Macintosh 
and Miss Bland were not parallel 
to that of Rosika Schwimmer, who 
was refused citizenship because of 
her.pacifist views. The refusal in 
her case was upheld by the United 
States Supreme court. 


Judge Manton described Mme. 


Schwimmer as an "absolute athe- 
ist," who was found to have no 
sense of nationalism.' 


Willing to Fight in Just Cause. 
The opinion cited Dr. Macin- 


tosh's belief that there is a right- 
ful place for the use of force by 
the army and navy in. the exercise 
of police functions and to repel 
invasion or even defend a weaker 
nation, but that he believed it 
would be positively immoral to give 
a blanket promise beforehand to 
support any and every future war. 


Regarding Miss Bland's appeal, 


the court said: 
"This appellant said that she 


would promise to defend the con- 
stitution as far as her conscience 
as a Christian vould allow. The 
government, by its constitution and 
its acts of congress, never exacted 
more from any applicant."

A formal report 
was presented to you in December, 
1929 conveying in general that at 
least 1,000 heads of families in Lin- 
coln are unemployed at least three 
months of the year, and conse- 
quently many of them have to be 
supported by public and private re- 
lief 
Since that report we find that 
the greatest amount of relief in its 
thirty years history was given by 
the Social Welfare society during 
the past winter. During the spring 
months, when relief usually de- 
creases, the same was not true this 
year In fact from carefully studied 
reports compiled by the Social Wel- 
fare society we find that the family 
welfare situation in Lincoln is in- 
creasing rapidly and is causing con-

Nation to Reduce Its 


Naval Strength.

LONDON. July 1— (AP) —Earl 


'Beatty. admiral of the fleet, \lgor- 
jously, attacked the London naval 
[treaties in the house of lords today. 
He declared that England was the 
only nation under the treaty that

Britain was obliged to make such 
reduction that she was rendered Im- 
potent and incapable of maintain- 
ing control over the various parts of 
her farflung empire.

A $7,500 alienation of affections 
judgment obtained in Lancaster

Elmer Williamson of -Ithaca, par- 
ents of her husband, Alva, was 
reversed by the Supreme court in 
an opinion handed down Tuesday. 
The young couple was married at 
Lennox, la., in 1927. They lived 
in Lincoln with Alva Williamson's 
parents until August when. the 
husband took work at Stapleton 
Mrs. Williamson continued to live,- 
with her father-in-law and moth- 
er-m-law in Lincoln until about 
May 1928, moving with them' to 
Ithaca. 
Unsatisfactory Arrangement. 


Claiming that she was forced to 
leave, she brought the alienation 
suit. In reversing the trial court 
judgment, the court says: 
"The record as a whole shows 
that the defendants had^a liking 
for the plaintiff, and she for them. 
That they never intentionally in- 
terfered in their marital relations, 
6ut did give advice and offer sug- 
gestions in regard to their business 
affairs. 
"There is no doubt but that the 
young husband's love for his wife 
waned, and it was perhaps na- 
tural for the plaintiff to lay the 
blame, on her parents-in-law. It is 
not the first time in which appar- 
ently warm and enduring affection 
scarcely outlived the honeymoon. 
"Part of the trouble of course 
must be ascribed to the fact that 
the financial condition of the hus- 
band was such that fhey had to 
make their home witlf his parents. 
It was an unsatisfactory arrange- 
ment, but the defendants were not 
to blame. They did the best pos- 
sible under the circumstances and 
offered their home where the young 
couple could come in from their 
misfortunes and find a home and

MELLET AND LINGLE. 


Don Mellet completed his journalistic career as a 


martyr. He ridded the community -where he had 
edited an agressive, fearless and public spirited news- 
paper of gang rule at the cost of his own life. For 
Don Mellet was shot down-in cold blood one night, 
while putting his automobile in his garage, after an 
evening at work in his office. The shock and the in- 
dignation over his slaying aroused the 
people of 


Canton, O., to such a degree that gang rule was 
abruptly terminated. The murderers were brought to 
justice, the law enforcement agencies of the city un- 
derwent an upheaval and from that day the "gang 
put Mellet upon the spot" a new chapter in its 
municipal affairs has been written. 


Probably no two incidents ever shocked the news- 


paper fraternity more than the slaying of Don Mel- 
let and Jack Lingle. In some particulars the two 


• cases had a similarity. Mellet organized and carried 
forward a campaign against vice and crime in Can- 
ton which aroused the gangsters and inspired them 
to threaten his life many times. The letters and 
messages which he received did not deter him from 
"digging In" to the facts relating to gangccontrol and 
operations, however. When it appeared Mellet had 
gotten too close to the real truth he was killed. 


First reports of "the Jake Lingle killing likewise were 


to the effect that he was slain because he "knew too 
much." As a veteran police reporter of a great news- 
paper he was reputed to have acquired at great risk 
an intimate knowledge of Chicago's gangland and its 
warfare. It is too bad the original version of his 
murder could not have remained his" epitaph. There is 
honor and glory for any journalist whose devotion-to 
his duty forces the martyr's crown upon his brow. It 
is "at least a recognition that he was consistently 
faithful to his trust. 


Whether Jake Lingle had any financial interest in 


the operations of the gang or gangs which have ter- 
rorized Chicago probably never will be definitely es- 
tablished. Proof of that connection would be difficult 
to secure ari even if gangland had a different code 
than silence it would be worthless as thev words of 
men who are cold blooded murderers. 
But the 


Lingle case has attached an unpleasant stain upon 
American journalism. 


Unlike Mellet it would appear that Lingle's death 


cannpt be attributed to, his zeal and enthusiasm for 
clean, honest decent government, which might in- 
cur the .enmity of gangland and which might make 
him a hated and feared figure. The thousands who 
have followed the developments in his murder would 
like to think of him in his associations with gunmen 
and hardened criminals as assuming a dangerous and 
distasteful role for the 
purpose of furnishing his 


newspaper with definite, exclusive information'to be 
used for the purpose of curtailing and wiping out 
their operations. It can only be said that if Jake 
Lingle'did traffic with the gangsters he abused the 
confidence and faith which a splendid 
newspaper 


placed in him, and brought shame and humiliation 
to the profession. If he was Innocent of any such 
connection than he has been subjected to tbe gravest 
injustice which can befall a newspaper man. It •sould 
be a heartening and inspiring development in the 
final settlement of the Lingle case if it should be 
shown he died for the same reason that Don Mellet 
was the victim of a gangster's bullet 


FRANCE OUT OF CEMaANY. 


One of the European journalists, who visited Lin- 


coln Monday, said: 


"This Is a glorious day for Germany. By sunset 


tonight every member of the French troops of occu- 
pation will be beyond the border, and Germany will 
be free. Say something to your readers about It." 


With the final withdrawal of the French troops 


from the Khineland, one of -the deep scars of the war 
will begin to fade. The presence of French soldiers 
did not permit Germany to forget for a minute the 
events which came to a dramatic close a decade be- 
fore. At the Versailles conference Clemenceau, fire 
eater and blood thirsty that he was. hesitated to urge 
annexation of the Rhine provinces. He knew that 
such a course would arouse the hostility of both the 
United States and Great Britain. But Clemenceau 
also had his troubles at home for the group headed 
by Foch was demanding France be permitted to, re- 
tain German territory to the'banks of the Rhine as 
a barrier against future German aggression. Finally 
a compromise settled it with the decision fo permit . 
France to occupy the Rhineland for fifteen years un- 
less occupation should be terminated by Germany's 
compliance with the Allied demands. ^The Reich- 
stag's acceptance of the Young plan made evacua- 
tion possible and thus France quits German territory 
three years in advance of the time specified 
originally. 
^ 
, 


The French occupation parallels the situation which 


developed at the close of-the Franco-Prussian war In 
1870. The peace terms stipulated that Prussia was 
to occupy French territory for three years pending 
the payment of a billion dollars indemnity. France 
paid her debt in two years and Prussia withdrew her 
troops a year in advance of the time limit. 


It should be said for the new German republic that 


she has met the demands placed upon her In good 
spirit. In the face of imposing odds she has made 
icr payments while passing through the critical peri- 
d of reorganization which must follow the establish- 
ment of a new form of government. That ahe has 
seen able to do this without disorganization and con- 
usion speaks volumes for the industry and courage 
f the German people. She has won the respect of 
he world far more since the war ended than she 
:ould have hoped to command it had she been vic- 
torious. 


Only a few minor problems connected directly with 
he war remain to be settled. An election involving 
he final disposition of the Saar valley is to be held 
In 1934 while the German-Polish boundary remains 
he subject'of dispute. 


LIVING DOWN A BAD NAME. 


The most difficult thing In life is to live down a 


»ad reputation. Even If that reputation be unde- 
erved the task is sometimes not an easy one, but 
when such fact is demonstrated, the pendulum of 
public opinion is apt to swing far in the other dlrec- , 
iori. Twenty-five years ago sweet clover was looked 
upon as a pest, and farmers were waging a persistent 
warfare to eradicate it. It was running wild and it 
was said to be crowding ou't really valuable crops, so 
desperate measures were resorted to in the. attempts 
xt get rid of it. 


Today the Nebraska bureau of crop statistics an- 


nounces that the acreage of sweet clover in this state 
exceeds that of alfalfa, which_ has for more than 
thirty years* been looked upon as one of' Nebraska's 
most valued products. It is estimated, according to - 
the bureau report, that there is this year in the state 
no less«than 1,126,000 acres of sweet clover; and only 
1,122,000 acres of alfalfa. 


A. E. Anderson, federal and state crop statistician,, 


says that it is probable that no other crop has gained 
in popularity as rapidly as sweet clover, and this is 
true for a variety of reasons. In the first place it is 
a great soil builder, and in the next place it makes 
dairy pasturage which cannot be beaten. Why the 
value of Sweet clover remained unknown lor such a 
length of time Is something of a mystery, but when it 
jecame known that its bad reputation was unde- 
served its popularity grew at an amazing rate. 


In an earlier day tomatoes were not regarded as 


[it for human consumption, and if they were grown 
at all it was for ornamental purposes. Now there is 
no vegetable produced in the United States more 
generally eaten unless it be the potato. In addition 
to those eaten fresh, millions of cans are put up 
every year, and they are to be found in practically' 
every home in the land. 
- , 


As it is in the vegetable kingdom, so it is in tbe 


animal kingdom. It was. once thought proper to kill 
any kind of snake seen, but now it is understood that 
all serpents except venomous ones are friends of man 
and render him valuable service by destroying rod- 
ents.' The same may be said'of hawks and owls, al- 
though some varieties of these birds occasionally 
make raids upon -poultry. The gocd they do, how- 
ever, outbalances tne evil, and there are now some 
well informed people who go so far as to say that the 
crow is a greatly maligned creature. But Mr. Crow 
win have a very difficult task in living down his repu- 
tation; in fact he may never succeed. That, how- 
ever, is what we thought about sweet .clover and 
snakes. So you never can telL

Bethrothal, as the first stage of 


every Jewish marriage, was always 
by solemn ceremonies. In the first 
periods of Israel's history consum- 
mation of the marriage itself often 
followed after the completion of 
those ceremonies, or at any time de- 
cided upon by the contracting par- 
ties. (See Genesis 24:63:67.) The 
Bible says nothing of the nature of 
the cenemony at which the wife 
was transferred to the husband. All 
we know is that a wedding proces- 
sion took place; that the bridge- 
groom and his friends marched to 
tBe home of the bride; after which 
the whole bridal party escorted the 
happy couple to their home. 
Following the procession a mar- 


riage supper was served in 
the 
bouse of the husband. Some author- 
ities assert that in early times the 
marriage supper was the marriage 
ceremony as well. There Is a hint 
in the second chapter of Malachi 
that the bride and groom entered 
into a solemn covenant, which, after 
the. Jewish exile, was embodied in 
a written contract.

Northwestern railroad is also reputed to have an in- 
terest with the Union Pacific In the Interstate Tran- 
sit Co., the subsidiary bus corporation. Thus, three 
of Nebraska's leading railroads arc brought together 
in the handling of this branch of their business. 


Lincoln tried for years to secure a union railroad 


depot: but the conflicting interests of the different 
carriers prevented that project from being realized. 
In the motorbus field, however, their disposition is 
apparently toward concentration of terminal facili- 
ties under one roof. Should tke Missouri Pacific and 
Rock Island see fit to come hi also, it would make 
the local situation ideal for bus users. 


The location of the Interstate Transit Co.'s termi- 


nal could not be better than it is for the purpose. It 
is easily accessible from both the retail business and 
the..residence districts of Lincoln: is close to two of 
the leading hotels and only live blocks from the new 
capiioi. and is outside the area ol greatest traffic 
congestion.

Quantities of statisti- 
cal data have been assembled in recent years reveal- 
hog with startling clarity the differences between the 
successful and the unsuccessful merchant. 


Big business has taken advantage of such studies 


for a considerable period of years. It has enabled 
s-jch business to increase its efficiency, reduce its 
production costs, increase its margin of safety. Busi- 
ness studies of recent years have also tended to make 
it possible for the individual merchant to -get sound 
facts which help him the better to plan his business. 


Such a process is of advantage' not alone to the 


proprietor of the business. -It-helps the employe and 
the consumer by stabilizing business conditions. The 
present economic depression has demonstrated with 
vigorous effectiveness the dangers of business in- 
stability. Business studies have not advanced to the 
stage where conditions can be predicted with any 
great degree of assurance. In themselves, they are 
too complex and in addition, there is the always in- 
calculable human factor. But business studies have 
made it possible for individual merchants and busi- 
nesses to plan the conduct of their own business more 
intelligently than in the past The continued de- 
velopment of scientific business studies promises an 
increasing control of the uncertain factors' of supply 
and demand, of goods and of capital which, in the 
past, have so rudely affected business stability.

bathtubful.) This relieves the pain 
and Is one of tiw modern treat- 
ments for extensive burns. Do not 
tear off bits of clothing that stick 
to the born; cat around them and 


broken, is freshly scraped potato 
pulp. The potassium salts of the 
potato tend to neutraliez the over- 
acidity in the burned tissue 'and 
the evaporation and the alkali cause 
lessening of the pain. 


After the smarting stops, the 


bums can be treated with a liberal 
supply of a mild antiseptic oint- 
ment; sometimes plain lanolin pe- 
trolatum seems to be more effec- 
tive than the antiseptic lotions.

Whoever he Is, he writes under 


the pseudonym of Frank K. Notch 
and his book is entitled "King 
Mob." 


It was perhaps inevitable that 


tbe murmur of protest against the 
book clubs, the popularizers and 
others who influence what Notch 
calls the mob should "itself find ex- 
pression- in a ..book. 


"A mob is made up," the author 
says, "of a group' of persons un- 
able to think straight because they 
are affected by the consciousness 
of their own numbers." 
Persons are 'drawn into it be- 
cause of panic, the terror of being 
left outside. 


"Panicking The Mob." 


"Everybody is discussing 'One- 


Syllable 
Philosophy,'" advertises 
the 'publisher. "'Ex-Lady' is the 
fastest' selling book in America,", 
shouts another. " 'A Swell" Epic'— 
Oscar, Umlaut, the Great Critic," 
quotes a third, referring to one of 
his titles . 
And the mob is thus panicked, 
says Notch, into reading the books 
because it is the momentarily fash- 
ionable thing to do. Within a 
month ihe shouting is renewed in 
favor of other books. 
The same pressure is exerted in 
the mass-selling of clothes, candy 
or toothpaste, he adds. Tbe desire 
for public applause and the mob's 
"will to applaud" also forms the 
dubious foundations of political 
life." 
"The word 'popularizer* comes 


from the old Latin 'popa.' a butch- 
er," Notch says. And turning upon 
the -popularizers" of science, phi- 
losophy and the like he attempts 
to show that they succeed only in

ON WATERWAYS 


Address To Salt Lake 


Rotarians Broadcast 
On National Hookup. 
SALT LAKE CITY, July 1—(-AP) 


—Development of the Mississippi 
valley system of waterways, to give 
the farmer of the middlevrest .in 
outlet to the sea. was urged by Gov- 
ernor Arthur J. Weaver of Nebraska 
in an address before the Salt Lake 
Rotary club here today. 


Governor Weaver with other gov- 


ernors gathered here for their na- 
tional conference, addressed the club 
during a program that was broad- 
cast over a •'national radio hookup 
of the National Broadcasting com- 
pany. 


"Because we must maintain our 


high standards of living on the 
farms of America, we must seek 
every possible economy in market- 
ing and distribution of farm pro- 
ducts," Governor Weaver said. "The 
transportation problem of the west- 
tern farmer has become especially 
acute because of the increased cost 
of construction, maintenance and 
operation of railroads following the 
war. 
It is therefore necessary to 


find a cheaper means of transporta- 
tion for bulk commodities produced 
anc* used in the great agricultural 
belt." 
Building of the Panama canal, the 


Nebraska executive declared, has 
shortened the distance between the 
Atlantic and Pacific coast so that 
it costs the middlewest from two 
to three times as much to ship to 
either coast as it does to ship from 
one coast to the other" This is 
reflected 
in correspondingly 
in- 


creased difficulties to meet competi- 
tion from other sections, he added. 


"The west pays the freight on its 


raw materials to eastern industrial 
centers and the freight back on the 
finished products," he said. 
"We 


pay wages' and profits to workers 
and manufacturers. who buy foods 
from, other sections and invest their 
money in other places. We help pay 


the taxes of towns, cltlei and states 
not our own." 
, . . . 
Development of the Mississippi 


valley waterway, he suggested, not 
Alone would solvfi this freight rate 
problem of the middlewest. but also 
could be made to meet the needs 
of food control, through governing 
the flow of water from the upper 
basin. This same water, he argued, 
could be transformed from an agent 
of destruction to one of beneficence 
by placing it upon the lands that 
need it and withholding it from area 
now periodically flooded.

D. L. Erickson Explains Plans For 


New City Building On 


Haymarket Square. 


D. - L. Erickson, city engineer, 


spoke Monday afternoon on pro- 
posed charter changes, before mem- 
bers of the city central committee 
of the Lincoln League of Women 
Voters, at the home of Mrs. W. 
LeRoy Davis, 2651 South street. This 
was the second of a series of round 
tables being conducted on Lincoln 
charter changes to be voted on 
August 12. 


Blueprints of the. proposed city 


building were distributed during Mr. 
Erickson's talk. 
The speaker ex- 


plained the plan of storm sewer ex- 
tension to be carried on if the pro- 
posed amendments granting an in- 
crease in the city expenditures car- 
ries at the August primaries. 


Mr. Erickson explained that the 


proposed city building to be erected 
on Haymarket square would rouse 
the Haymarket square unit of the 
fire department, the police head- 
quarters and city jail, and the city 
health department and clinic, with 
adjacent storage room for machinery 
and automobiles owned by the city. 
It could be erected in three units: 
first, the central portion, housing 
the fire deparment, saving $1,800.00 
a year rental, next the police head- 
quarters and jail, and lastly, after 
the present building had been razed, 
the health department. 


The estimates on this building 


were made on the basis of 35 cents 
per cubic foot, with the part hous- 
ing machinery and 
automobiles
